Paton, David, "Early Egyptian Records of Travel." Vol. I, To the End 
of the XVIIlh Dynasty. Princeton, N.J. : University Press, 1915. 
$7.50 net. 

In his series entitled "Early Egyptian Records of Travel," Mr. David Paton 
has set himself the huge task of treating in detail all Egyptian documents which 
bear even indirectly on Asia. Vol. I, from the earliest times to the end of the 
XVIIth Dynasty, has now appeared. Proofs of authenticity and an extensive 
bibliography are given with each document. Then come columns of collation, 
transliteration, translation; and finally, in the last column at the right, the names 
of Asiatic places and peoples are extended. Some evaluation of these net results 
is presumably to be undertaken later. Yet the body of the work is not well 
suited for reference, for neither page-numbers nor page-headings are provided. 
The method of publication, by zinc etchings of typewritten tables (unfortunately 
too much reduced), will have facilitated the omission. 

The neat double pages really comprise the laboratory paraphernalia. Mr. 
Paton claims no independent authority as an Egyptologist : he does not permit 
himself to state even simple, thoroughly established facts without citing his 
authorities. Hence the two columns of transliteration, with detailed identifi- 
cation of numerous obvious signs. If intended for the Egyptologist, footnotes 
on the actually disputed points and variants would suffice; for others, these 
columns can mean little. A praiseworthy enthusiasm has augmented the task 
by including with the context much irrelevant material, all treated as completely 
as the more essential portions. The great majority even of the items extended' 
into the column of results concern, as the author indicates, not Asia but Africa. 

The texts treated are well known. They include in the volume at hand the 
Palermo Stone, the autobiographies of Uni and the Khnumhoteps, the tale of 
Sinuhe, and various Sinaitic inscriptions. Mr. Paton, appreciating that researches 
within the last decade now make possible an even more modern treatment than 
any which has yet appeared, has undertaken to compile a separate presentation 
of Asiatic relations whose "real merit" shall be to "give to the lover of good 
literature the latest and best renderings in a continued and collated form." 
But "the author does not claim" for his translations "anything in the nature 
of originality or authority."' The compilation, then, while showing noteworthy 
industry, can but be valued chiefly for its comprehensive and up-to-date bibliog- 
raphy. The use of the series by either specialist or general reader will be limited 
by its complicated content and arrangement.

Dahl, George, The Materials for the History of Dor. Transactions of the 
Connecticut Academy of Arts and Sciences. Vol. XX. New Haven, 
1915. Royal 8vo. $1.40. 

There seems to be in progress a real movement of historical monographs on 
ancient cities. Columbia has published several, the school of Victor Schulze 
of Greifswald has begun a series, and now Yale joins the ranks. These are most 
laudable undertakings, The author's title for this book is fairly descriptive 
of its contents, rather modest withal. He who has reason to include Dor in a 
more general history will find more than he needs here. It is scarcely probable 
that anything more deserving of the name History of Dor will be written very soon.

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Sanders, F. K., History of the Hebrews — Their Political, Social and Religious 
Development and Their Contribution to World-Betterment. With Maps. 
New York: Scribner, 1914. Pp. xm+367. 

Sanders, F. K., and Sherman, H. A., How to Study the Old Testament. New 
York: Scribner, 1915. Pp. vi+54. 

These two books together constitute probably the best textbook for the 
guidance of undergraduate students that has yet been prepared. Dr. Sanders' 
long experience in the theological seminary, in the direction of the work in religious 
education of the Congregational denomination as a whole, and in the teaching of 
college students has given him unusual opportunity to equip himself for the 
preparation of this kind of a work. By concise summaries and carefully prepared 
lists of questions, together with abundant references to the best books in English 
as collateral reading, the way is opened for the student to gain a firm grasp of the 
essential facts in Hebrew history. The smaller book furnishes an arrangement 
in lessons of the materials furnished by the larger one and adds lists of questions 
which may serve as a review of each lesson. The method and point of view 
throughout are historical; but the positions taken are conservative, almost in the 
extreme. Hence the books should be acceptable even to the most cautious minds.
